REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims Q are allowed 
as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. The amended claim language 
and the applicant's remarks in response to the Office Action mailed on September 20, 2005, 
distinguish the application's invention over the references that accompanied the Office Action. 
Claims 1, 7, and 1 1 teach a method and appiaratiis for a disk drive. Regarding claims 1 and 11, 
the distinguishing elements of the claims teach a HDD controller executing a program to actuate 
the roll static attitude (RSA) bias mechanism to establish a zero RSA during read and write 
operations and to otherwise establish a non-zero RSA during ramp load and inload operations. 
Regarding claims 7 and 1 1, the distinguishing elements of the claims teach establishing a roll 
static attitude based on making a determination whether the slider is being loaded/unloaded or is 
in data communication with the disk.
